In geography, questions. were cet that 
called for application rather than for mere 
dry enumeration of geographical facta. i 
Tho resulte were gratifying. Mathematics’ 
in I A and in Classes TIE are good: in| 
Class II very good. Elementary Algebra 
and geometrical drawing in Cluss IV both 
gave excellunt results. Mensaration in Class 
TL reached a high standard ; in Clase I this 
subject was but fair, The general intélli- 
gence, paperect to Class I waswell answered 
Ly LA only. Hygiene throughout Classes 
Lto V was sntisfactory. The non-Chinese 
boya in the Upper School take physiology 
and Elementary sience in lieu of the two 
translation papers: they are divided into 
seniora and juniors. The results in each 
section can only be regarded as fair, the 
uneven character of the answers being due ; 
to the facet that the. boys come from 
different classes. 

Optional classes vary considerably from * 
year~to year. This year the two classes 
for model and freeliand drawing, taken ; 
by the Second Master, only comprised 4 j 
students each. All passed croditally in 
freehand: one boy failed in. model, the | 
test being about; equal to that of the Junior ; 
Oxford Local. 

Boys taking trigonometry were divided 
into three scctions—sonior, junior and 
beginners, Tho one “senior did o very 
creditable paper, getting 88 marks out 


come up to the required standard, and 
the 5 beginners all got through. The 
percentage for the entire class works out 
at 87 per eent., which may be considered 
highly satisfactory. 7 

Queen's College entered a, team of 10 
boys for tho Annual Hygiene Competition; 
wo wore placod ‘third in the list recently 
issued, : 

The Normal Master, Mr Tovner, in a 
carefully drawn up report addressed to 
me, says that the articled and acting 
pupil teachers uuder his charge show tho 
grantest eagerness in their work, and 
evince every desire to improve in their own 
particular studies. As a result of my own 
persoual observation of them ‘throughout 
the year, coupled with the tests to. which 
they are submitted in the course of the 
annual examinstion, I am fully able to 
endorse his appreciative remarks, 


thus, of 7 who composed the class at 
the beginning of the year, only 2 now 
remain, 2 others have been promoted 
to Assistant Masterships in tho College, 
and 3 have left to better themselves. 
I may slso add that impending changes— 
the creation of two extra classes, and one 
English master to go on leave soon after 
our reassembling, will mean further promo 
tion of pupil teachers cre they have com- 
pleted their articles of agreement. + Tho 
only solution of this really difficult problem 
scems to be the opening of a Normal School, 
from whose students both Queen's College 
andthe Education Department could draw 
a supply of trained teachers, The scrious 
luck of properly-trained and adequately- 
equipped Anglo-Chinese’ teachers’ tx dne 


_| which will ba felt with increasing severity 


in the future, on account of the anceasing 
demand throughout the eighteen provinces, 
for native teachers with a working know- 
ledge of English. 

In the vernacular school, 473 boys in -16 
sections and 5 classes, were examined, 
90 per cent. passing.

time. As for the chances of thoaveroge 

married couple separating sore time. or 

other, the odds are only twelvo to one 

against them. This. ratio places the 
Tnited States in a position of unenviable 
leadership ‘among’ the xations of the 
world, not even Frarice being able to 
challenge’ a° divorce rate of‘'one in 
twelve. - : . . 

In the: twenty yoara covered -by the 
report, 12,832,044 marriages took place 
in the United States. The number 
annually increased, rising from 489,080 
in 1887 to 853,290 in'.1906. The total 
nuraber of divorces in the same poriod 
was,, 945,626. For the twenty years 
previous to 1886 the total number was 
328,716, or hardly more, thay one-third 
the nomber “in the’ second” period. 
Taking the whole forty years as 2 basis 
of comparison, divorces docurted ‘at’ the 


rate!of 10,000 a year in. 1867, ond at’ 


the rate pf 66,000 a year in 1906. Of 
course, population enormously increased 
in © this .period aléo, but divorces 
multiplied out of all proportion to the 
number of marriod people. 

The divorce rate for 100,000  popu- 
lation increased from 29° in 1870 to 82 
in 1905. More alarming do the figures 
appear when restricted, aa they should 
-be, to married people, -instead . of 
including the whole population. Thus, 
in 1870, the rate per 100,000 married 
people was 81, and in 1900 it was 200, 
That is to say, divorce is more than 
twice as common now than it’ was 
thirty years. ago.’ The ayelage divorce 
rate fluctuates widely in the different 
States, but no doubt the éase or 
difficulty. in “securing o separation 
explains this phenomenon, rather than 
any particular morality of the pecple.

Scientists remain divided on: tha great 
question raised by temperance reformers. 
Ta alcoho! « bano ora blessing? Enowledge'| 
on the point is admittedly chaotic, and it! 
is of the utmost importance that facts| 
should be collected, opinions compared, 
and the atudy of alcohol procced in scientific 
fashion. The Licensing Bill introduced: in 
the British House had the effoct of drawing 
forth a mass of conflicting opinion, and 
equally confusing is a symposium on tho 
question of alcohol that sppears in the 
New York Times. Articles are contributed 
by a number of medical men who are 
entitled to rank as. specialists in this 
subject, and a few -selectiona from them 
should prove of interest.
